Most smaller communities in Michigan share 
many problems in common -and one of the most 
vexing frequently is the inability to attract 
professional personnel to practice their skills in the 
smaller towns, especially medical skills. 


Many chambers of commerces and other local 
booster-type organizations have set up their own 
medical committees, will ihe task of allracting 
new physicians. And usually, to their credit, the 

“existing physicians in these smaller communities 
have endorsed and even helped in the recruitment 
efiort. . 


it’s a tuugh job -but an interesting glow appears 
on the horizon, which may turn into a beacon. 


A couple of medival students at Wayne State 
University have approached several searching 
communities with their proposal. in essence it goes 
like this: Lend us money now so we can finish our 
medical education, and in turn we'll move to your 
community after we finish our training. 


According to the reports we read, a mutual 
interest has been sparked, and what is hoped to be 
meaningful dialogue—so to speak—appears in the 
offing. 


it sounds fike an excellent idea, and we iope it 
not only works but will expand to still other 
medical schools and other doctor-hungry 
communities. 


That’s the essence of progress anyway—where 
resources and needs mix and match. 


Michigan State University, we hear, has turned 
down a proposal for nearly-mixed living in 
University housing—thal is, where women students 
and men students would live in alternate 
apartments on the same floor of university 
housing. 


We applaud the negative decision. There’s time 
enough after graduation to live close by members 
of the opposite sex, without going into the moral 
questions involved in’ the proposition in the first 
place. 


What does disturb us, however, is the attitude 
expressed by Don Stevens, chairman of the MSU 
board of trustees, who favored the mixed-up living 
arrangemeni 


Stevens was quoted as telling the committee 
which proposed the change: 

“Have patience. We're going to get to the 20th 
century someday.” 


And then came Stevens’ clincher, according to 
the printed quote: 

“I’m against old men and old women conjuring 
up rules for young men and women to live by.” 


Whai Mr. Steveis is actually proposing, it seems 
to me, is anarchy. Age is the barrier point in the 
case al hand, but age is only one of many criteria 
which could be inserted in this philosophy of 
governing—a philosophy of rule-making which 
seems to be getting a widespread workout these 
days.

They learn Dad 
isn’t Superman, he’s a phoney. 


Anyway, Aunt Effa was singing at the Fimwood, that huge 
barn of a nightclub in Windsor, Canada, just a few minutes 
under the river from Detroit. My wife and I had to go. And if a 
“Yassuh, Boss” would get us a seat nearer the stage, it would 
be worth the bruise to my liberal dignity. Heck, if it meant 
getting nearer Ella Fitzgerald, I’d order watermelon and tap 
dance on the table.
